After noinbing out that the 
sensitive nature of the report on resistance sotentials in Tron Curtain 
sroag was fully appreciated, General MEM (JSD) set forth a certain 25X1A 
procedure whereby such information could be safeguarded so that only 
generalized status reports were made available from time to time to G2 
(through JSPR). ‘The report jn question in effect is the first status 
report of this kind issued by CIA.
